According to official sources, the 
“ Arab Front,” formed last July, was 
sponsored by the Communist Party in 
an attempt to pacify the Arab 
faction within it, which wanted to set 
up its own organisation for the 
expression of separate Arab national 
aims—** self-determination up to 
separation [into an Arab State within 
the terms of the United Nations 
Resolution of 1947] and the repatria- 
tion of all Arab refugees.” 


Separate Organisation 


The dispute within the Communist 
Party was resolved by an agreement 
that. while the party as such would 
remain Arab and Jewish in member- 
ship, a separate Arab organisation 
would be formed: This new organi- 
sation, “The Arab Front,” was to 
drop the slogan of “ self-determina- 
tion up to separation” but retain the 
demand for the return of all refugees, 
and for, the abolition of Military 
Governorship in Arab-populated 
areas and for equal rights for all 
Arabs in Israel. : 

Another organisation, the 
Arab section of Achdut Avoda., 
formed recently, has already enrolled 
a larger following than the Com- 
munist-sponsored Front.”

The 
Israclis had spoken twice and, he 
claimed. “successfully avoided answer- 
ing the question by saying that their 
foreign policy was determined by the 
Israeli Government itself.” 

Earlier, a proposal to “reverse the 
course adopted by ‘the United 
Nations” in regard to Palestine by 
wiping out Isracl,, was made by 
Ahmed Shukairy. the Saudj Arabian 
Minister for U.N. Affairs. 


Aly Khan Intervenes 


The Saudi Arabian delegate told the 
Assembly that “recognition of Israel 
by the Arab States has not come and 
it is not forthcoming—-now or for all 
time to come, even should Israel sur- 
vive for all time to come.”

The U.A.R. delegate made only an 
oblique reference to Israel, stating 
that the rights of the Palestine Arabs 
and the “injustices to which they are 
subjected ” remain.

Stumped by a lamp 


OE of the most unusual objects 

shown last week for identification 
in the B.B.C. television programme 
“Animal, Vegetable, and Mineral” 
was a_ sixteenth-century Italian 
Chanucah lamp with the arms. of 
Cardinal Inigo Avalo de Aragona. The 
lamp is from the Victoria and Albert 
Museum, which consulted with the 
Jewish Museum before it was shown 
to TV viewers. Jt is not unique— 
there are, in fact, at least six such 
lamps ranging in date from 1561 to 
1622, which bear as their central 
design a Cardinal’s coat of arms-—but 
it is the oldest of this type so far 
traced. Inigo de Avalo was created 
a Cardinal in 1561 and became Grand 
Chancellor of the Kingdom of Naples 
in 1562.

MIGRATION TO 
ISRAEL 


Large Numbers Expected 
In Next Ten Years 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Mr. Abe Harman, head of the 
Information Department of the Jewish 
Agency, who is in London for talks 
with leaders of Jewish organisations 
in this country, told a press confer- 
ence at the Israeli Embassy on Wed- 
nesday that it was expected that the 
influx of immigrants into Israel in the 
next ten years would be on a very 
large scale, and, of course, present 
certain economic problems. 

He said that he would stress to 
the Jewish organisations the need for 
providing funds to cope with these 
immigrants. He also stated that he 
would be discussing with Jewish 
leaders the very grave situation con- 
fronting Jews in Morocco, 

Mr. Harman hoped that the Moroc- 
can question would receive attention 
at next week’s Conference of Jewish 
Organisations in London, which he 
was attending as an observer. He 
said that there were in Israel today

Good Opportunities 


Dealing with the general problem 
of immigration, Mr. Harman said that 
the next decade would be very rich 
in Opportunity in Israel. He did not 
know whether they would reach the 
figure of 900,000 immigrants, who 
came to Israel in the last decade, but 
it was inevitable that there would be 
a considerable influx in the next ten 
years. There was a good possibility 
that this influx might occur far more 
quickly than was anticipated. ‘We 
might be on the eve of a larger immi- 
gration into Israel,” he said, 

Mr. Harman said that Israel. could 
not be expected to be entirely respon- 
sible for provision of funds to meet 
the cost of providing homes and jobs 
for. this anticipated mass immigration.

Demand ric Guarantee of Israel’s Frontiers 


FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT—Searborough 


Mr. Hugh Gaitskell, the Leader of the Labour Party, gave a pledge 
when winding up the debate on foreign affairs at the Party Conference at 
Scarborough, last week, that the Party stood by its policy to demand 


a Great Powers’ guarantee of the Arab-Israeli frontiers. 
received with acclamation by the delegates. 


His words were 
Mr. Gaitskell was replying 


to a speech by Dr. S. A. Miller, the Poale Zion delegate at the conference. 


If, said. Mr. Gaitskell, they could 
settle the problem of the Middle East, 
it would help the solution of the 
problems of disarmament. ‘ While we 
believe that the desire of the Arab 
people for greater unification must be 
recognised, we stand by our view that 
there should ‘be no aggression across 
the frontiers. We gave our pledges 
about Israel's frontiers and we stand 


_ by them,” he said. 


Dr. Miller had told the conference 
that only direct peace negotiations 
between the Arab States and Israel 
could solve the problem of the Arab 
refugees. He was not sure whether 
they were out of this year’s crisis, 


which had arisen solely from inter- 


Arab relations. 
Refugees “ Rotting ” 


The Arab States, added Dr. Miller, 
were entitled to decide their own 
destiny. 
which they must not do and which 


they could not do—destroy Israel and 


prevent her development. “There is 
no reason why the Arab States should 
not devote their energy to constructive 


tasks in the same way as Israel is_ 


doing.” 

Mr. Aneurin Bevan, opening the 
debate, said that the Labour Party 
did not consider that peace in the 
Middle East would be saved as long 
as there 800,000 to 900,000 


Palestine refugees “rotting in 
idleness in camps. 
He added: “As long as they are 


there with no prospects other than to 
live on the charity doled out by the 
friends of the United Nations, it will 
never be possible to establish peaceful 
relations between Israel and the Arab 
States. I cannot understand how a 
statesman can imagine that peace in 
the Middle East can ever be con- 
sidered to be safe while we sit back 
and do nothing about these refugees. 
They are not only a source of unrest. 
They are breeding grounds for dis- 
content, for they are also material for 
Communist propaganda, They are 
restless and bitter.” 

The various resolutions before the 
conference on the Middle East were 
originally included in. a composite 
proposal which was withdrawn 
following the publication of the 
Nattonal Executive's motion (reported 
in THE JEWISH CHRONICLE last week).

which was not reached on the agenda, 
but was remitted to the National 
Executive for its consideration. 

The motion submitted by the St. 
Marylebone Constituent Labour Party 
viewed with the utmost anxiety the 
growth in this country of antisemitism 
and general hostility to strangers, and 
declared : “ We are prepared, if need 
be, to undergo temporary hardship 
ourselves in the application of our 
socialist aim of equality of provision 
for all men.” 

Mr. Anthony Greenwood, M.P., 
who is Chairman of the “Labour 
Friends of Israel ” which, he said, had 
enabled many Labour M.P.s_ to 
become acquainted with the Labour 
Zionist point of view, was one of four 
Labour M.P.s who addressed, a public 
meeting in Scarborough last week. 
The meeting was organised by the 

‘Labour Friends of Israecl”’ and by 
Poale Zion. 


Mutual Respect 


Mr. Greenwood stressed that the 
Middle East statement of policy 
adopted by the Labour Party Confer- 
ence clearly demonstrated that the 
British Labour Movement had a com- 
plete understanding of Isracl’s vital 
interests. 

_ He spoke also of the close ties of 
friendship and mutual respect between 
the Labour Party and Mapai. He 
said, too, that the British Poale Zion 
were playing a vital part in keeping 
the realities of the Middle East 
situation before all sections of pro- 
gressive opinion in this country. 

_ Mr. Greenwood then criticised THE 
JEWISH CHRONICLE, alleging that an 
“ anti-Labour campaign” was con-- 
ducted in its correspondence columns,

Many are newcomers who have 
arrived in the country only in the 
past year or two: East Europeans 
to whom the idea of Jewish State- 
hood js still a brand new political 
phenomenon only recently accepted, 
or Orientals to whom it is a miracle 
Straight from God. To them all 
the opportunity to meet the Presi- 
dent and his wife personally has

No “ Protektzia ” 


There is another original charac- 
teristic of this “ open house.” On 
this occasion there are no priori- 
ties and no “protektzia ’—that 
generally accepted vitamin “ P,” 
large injections of which have so 
much dislocated Israeli life. All

Choirs and Bands 


To while away the time as they 
wait patiently in the slowly moving 
queue, eight choirs and bands are 
provided along the route: small 
children, scouts, Cochin Jews, even 
Arabs display their musical abilities 
to the delight of the crowds. 

And then at last the moment 
arrives for each one to stand before 
the President and Mrs. Ben-Zvi. 
Some pass by after a brief greeting 
and nod, but to a great number this 
is an occasion which will live in 
their memories forever after. Many 
make the blessing Sheheheyanu on 
seeing the Head of a State. 

Some, especially children, bring 
gifts, either bunches of flowers, or 
some small thing proudly and 
specially made, shyly presented and 
graciously accepted. 

After greeting and being greeted 
they pass on to a smaller hall, 
where they are served with refresh- 
ments, drinks, and cakes, and where 
they can look around and exchange 
a few words with fellow-guests. 

And so they finally depart, having 

been through an experience which 
heightens the concept that “all 
Israel are brethren,” and which has 
added a new and very distinctive 
flavour to their festival rejoicing.

CANADIAN JEWRY AND THE US.A.

piled by the Canadian 
Jewish Congress, the number 
of Jews in Canada a year ago was 
241,000. It can be assumed that 
with the influx of immigration since 
that time this figure will soon reach 
the quarter-million mark. 

In the present conditions of world 
Jewry one would think that a com- 
munity of this size would have a 
prominent rdle to play in_ the 
councils of the Jewish world. In 
view of the significant contributions 
Canadian Jewry has made to 
various international relief funds 
one would expect this to be the 
case. (Canadian Jews have ex- 
pended more than twenty million 
dollars in Israeli bonds alone.)

Intimate Bonds 


Canadian Jews, however, will be 
the first to tell you that several 
much smaller communities in, say, 
Latin America, occtipy a much 
more imposing position vis-a-vis 
world Jewry than they do. “ We,” 
they complain, -‘ are overshadowed 
and dominated by the immense and 
wealthy American Jewish commu- 
nity.” 

These complaints, ‘it can be said, 
are not entirely groundless. |The 
Canadian Jewish community is 
linked to its American counter- 


- part by innumerable and intimate 


bonds. Canada’s beginning dates 


somewhat further in history 


than the United States, and though 
Canada has remained a _ British 
Dominion : its contacts with the 
United States are much closer than 
with Great Britain. This applies 
to the general picture and even 
more so to the Jewish scene. There 
is no such thing as a Jewish 
* style’ or nusach which would be 
recognisably Canada’s. The nusach 
of the U.S.A. has taken on Canada 
as a silent partner. Most national 
Jewish organisations, be they cul- 
tural, national, or ideological—with 
the notable exceptions of the 
Canadian Jewish Congress and the 
Zionist Organisation of Canada-— 
are adjuncts to organisations 
centred in the U.S.A.—cogs in the 


great American machine. Almost 
every American  organisation— 
Orthodox and Reform, secularist, 
Yiddishist or trade unionist—con- 
tains a supplementary phrase in its 
title “and of Canada,” as for 
instance “Union of Orthodox 
Rabbis of the United States and 
Canada.” 

No one gave this much thought 
until recently. In fact to the con- 
trary, the union groups for one were 
rather pleased to be associated with 
a larger organisation, one they 
could Jean upon and find strength 
in if necessary. However, the 
children and grandchildren of these 
union workers who are now taking 
over Jewish communal leadership 
in Canada argue that Canada is not 
the U.S.A. just as it is not the British 
Isles, but is something different 
from both, and like their non- 
Jewish neighbours they will tell you 
at every opportunity that Canada 


is in danger of being swallowed up 


culturally by the United States. 
Transit Country 


A whole series of factors has led 
to this way of thinking. Until 
recently Canada was thought of by. 
many immigrants as a_ transit 
country—a place which the immi- 
grant entered for the ultimate pur- 
pose of gaining admission to the 
U.S.A. Figures recently released 
reveal that in the last decade more 
than a million persons left Canada 
for the U.S.A.; these are the 
official figures and do not report 
the unrecorded number. It is 
understandable that Jewish immi- 
grants were no exception to this 
practice. Economic possibilities in 
Canada were limited for the Jewish 
intellectual and professional classes 


_who saw greater fields in the United 


States. | 
Geography is another factor. 
From Toronto to Montreal is an 
eight-hour trip by train; Toronto 
to Winnipeg is 36 hours. At the

result, whenever the Winnipeg 
community seeks a rabbi, the search 
is more likely to be directed to a 
United States city, say Minneapolis 
or Chicago, than to Toronto or 
Montreal. 

But despite the rea] and very 
tangible influence of the United 
States and the dependence on 
nusach America, though 
Canada does not possess its own 
nusach, nevertheless it does possess 
something individual and charac- 
teristic. A difference does exist 
between the American and _ the 
Canadian Jew. The difference is 
even more apparent as it applies 
to the Western Provinces. In the 
American republic Jewish immigra- 
tion from Eastern Europe came via 
New York and from there fanned 
out to the other centres. Jewish 
settlers who came to Western 


Canada, however, travelled there 


directly without stopping at or even 
seeing Montreal or Toronto. 
Because of their isolation in the 
prairies they were thrown upon 
their own resources to organise 
their communal life and followed 
in the 
Old Coun'ry. 
An index of this is the fact that 
the Reform movement has never 
struck deep roots in Canada. Of 
the 203 Canadian Jewish congre- 
gations listed two years ago, as 
many as 174 were Orthodox and 
only five were Reform. Of these 
five all were located in the three 
Eastern cities of Montreal, Toronto, 
and Hamilton; none exist in- the 
Another sample of this 
determination to form a commu- 
nity is the fact revealed by surveys 
of the Central Region of the 
Canadian Jewish Congress (Ontario) 
that centres that have as few as 
twenty families maintain full-time 
teachers or rabbis. : 


Government Officials — 


In proportion to their numbers 
Jews in Canada occupy important 


positions in Government service, . 


and are prominent in art, literature, 
music, and cultural effort. |The 
Canadian Senate has a Jewish 
member, the Assistant Governor of 
the Bank of Canada jis a Jew, the 
executive head until recently of 
the Government’s greatest project, 
the St. Lawrence Seaway, is a Jew— 
and an active one. In the Depart- 
ments of Labour and Defence there 
are prominent senior. civil servants 
who are Jews. In the House of 
Commons there is at present one 
Jewish M.P. 

Toronto now has Jewish 
Mayor re-elected for the third 
time. Two of its important suburban 
municipalities—North York and 
Forest Hill---both have Jewish 
executive heads. There are Jews on 


the Superior Courts of Quebec and — 


Manitoba. Lionel Shapiro, whose 
tragic death was recently  an- 
nounced, enjoyed a wide readership 
in Canada and abroad, his books 
reaching a_ circulation of two 
millions. The actor Lorne Greene,

Children of Immigrants 


The former Liberal Government. 
when it chose members to raise 
and distribute its hundred-million- 
dollar Canada Council Fund, 
appointed Samuel Bronfman, a dis- 
tiller and President of the Canadian 
Jewish Congress, as a_ director. 
Many such Jewish citizens can be 
found occupying prominent posi- 


tions of prestige with both the 


federal and the various Provincial 
Governments, 


These men in most cases are the 
children or grandchildren of immi- 
grants who in the atmosphere of 
the free Canadian democracy were 
able to give their children the train- 
ing and education for the careers 
they followed. It is this generation 
who, understandably, are dissatis- 
fied with the subordinate position 
their community has vis-d-vis the 
American Jewish community. 


Nusach U.S.A.., i.e., the American 
way of (Jewish) life, complain 
some C®nadian Jews, has ‘intro- 
duced two evils which have already 
done some damage to Jewish life 
in Canada.

affairs which brings with it no less 
harm than the trefd to the suburbs. 
Entire Jewish districts are depopu- 
lated, just as has happened in 
Chicago and New York. Cultural 
institutions built with the nickels 
and dimes of immigrant workers 
are empty or serve as churches or 
halls for other groups. True, the 
religious institutions—the temples 
and synagogues—do not suffer as 
much ; they are rebuilt in the newer 
districts. Centralisation of commu- 
nity affairs is another misfortune 
for the community. The “ American 


Plan” is total centralisation; all 


agencies affiliate with the United 
Campaign and every institution 
receives its share of the moneys 
collected. The welfare agencies and 
Zionist funds benefit by receiving 
their full share with no further ado. 
The cultural agencies, however, are 
changed into highly mechanised

the Mediterranean area “on a purely 
personal basis.” It was clear, how- 
ever, from the outset that the Israeli- 
Arab dispute would be exploited by 
certain interested parties to bedevil 
the success of the conference. 
Following representations by the 
United Arab Republic Ambassador 
to Italy, Colonel Tharwat Okkacha, 
Prince Moulay Hassan, the Crown 
Prince of Morocco, who was Chair- 
man of the conference, refused to 
allow the Israeli Foreign 
Ministry officials, Mr. Reuven 
Shiloah and Mr. Maurice Fisher, to 
participate in the conference, despite 


the fact that they had received 
personal invitations from the con- 
yener, Professor La Pira. There- 


upon all the Israelj delegates, with the 
exception of Professor Meir Plessner, 
of the Hebrew University, walked 


out. 

The following day the Italian 
Premier intervened personally ‘to try 
to work out a compromise. In 
deference to the cordial relations 
existiry between the Jewish State and 
Italy, the Israelj delegates refrained 


from publishing a prepared statement. 


explaining their decision to leave 
Florence. They also agreed to a 
compromise formula whereby the 
Foreign Ministry officials would sit 
as “guests” among the diplomatic 
representatives and not participate in 
the debate. The arrangement was 
accepted by the Arabs, and the Israeli 
representatives thereupon took their 
seats at the conference table.

ROME 
The, Italian Premier, © Signor

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LONDON 
CONFERENCES 


IN the next few days this commu- 
nity will be the host to delegates 
of two Jewish gatherings of inter- 
national importance. Despite the 
fact that international conferences 
take place nowadays for every 
purpose under the sun, the two 
meetings in London of 
particular consequence. 


The Claims Conference, meeting 
here for the first time, is an agency 
which has at its disposal a large 
amount of money in the apportion- 
ment and spending of which all 
Jewish organisations are vitally 
interested. During two days’ 
deliberations in London the Claims 
Conference is to decide in. what 
manner less’ than some 
£26,000,000 from the German 
reparation fund is to be spent in the 
next five years or so. For Jewish 
organisations, chronically hard up 
for money, this is certainly a vast 
sum. And every penny of it should 
be regarded sanctified for 
reasons we all well know. 


Of the manner in which previous 
funds—nearly two-fifths of the 
total—have so far been spent, 
there has been much criticism. The 
arguments often heard are that 
money, all of which should have 


gone to the building of schools, 


youth training centres, and other 
essential socially constructive and 
permanent schemes, has too often 
been frittered away on expensive 
embellishments of | memorials, 
pseudo-cultural private 
sponsored by minor organisations, 
or influential persons able to exert 
special pressure. The last Claims 
Conference meeting in Rome, early 
this year, heard much criticism on 
this score, and as a consequence 
decided to recommend that the 
method of distribution be revised. So 
far what this is to be has not been 
disclosed, and the. details are 
naturally awaited with much con- 
cern. There is already criticism 
of the fact that the so-called 
study group appointed to recom- 
mend new methods of distribution 
contained many of the directors of 
the Claims Conference and was 
not, therefore, an impartial body. 
Another point of criticism is that 
the Jewish public is not allowed to 
know the true nature of how this 
body actually works. For it js no 
good mincing matters. The dele- 
gates meeting here in London have 
not come 


are in charge of a most sacred trust 
Which has come to us through the 
martyrdom of our people, and 
every penny not spent construc- 
tively is a dishonour to the dead. 


As regards the Jewish community 
in Britain, we have never pressed 
too strongly our claim to a. full 
share, feeling that those who have 
sought refuge in this country—a 
Welfare State—have, on the whole, 
been better ‘taken care of than 
elsewhere. 
we must insist that the voice of 
British Jewry should get its . full 
hearing. It has that right on 
two major counts. First, because 


from the beginning it shouldered» 


to the full its responsibilities to the 
victims of Nazi Germany. 
Secondly, the Jewish community 
in Britain today: is the fourth 
largest in the world, with an 
experience in social welfare second 
to none. There is no doubt that 
following the establishment of the 
Claims Conference offices in New 
York, British Jewry has _ been 
forced to play a minor part. It 
has thus been denied the oppor- 
tunity of making the full contribu- 
tion which its influence and 
experience justify. There are many 
who feel that had the offices been 
set up in Europe where, after all, 
the great tragedy took place and 
where many of its survivors. still 
live, the whole human approach to 
this matter would have been dif- 
ferent. A good deal of the money, 
especially on relief work, is spent 
in Europe. Why should the centre 
of its disposal be 3,000 miles away 
in a city so distant as New York ? 
The frequent meetings of repre- 
sentatives of Jewish organisations 
from so many countries is a costly 
affair.

Of this body little has been heard, 
and not even Dr. Goldmann’s 
enthusiasm and authority seem to 
have instilled in it any real life. 
This is to be greatly regretted. 
Today, with the large Jewish com- 
munity in Russia condemned to 
silence, there is urgent need for a 
truly representative Jewish organ- 
isation. of a global nature which 
could speak in the name of Jewry 
in the free world, not only on issues 
affecting Russian Jewry, but on all 


_ Others in which the Jewish people 


are vitally interested. This réle 
can never be effectively played by 
the World Jewish Congress, and if 


the Conference of Jewish Organisa- — 


tions is merely intended as a cloak 
for the World Jewish Congress, it 
would be best if it now came to an 
end here in London. Nevertheless, 
an organisation of this kind 
requires a considerable degree of 
mass enthusiasm to get it under 
way and if this is lacking it will 
never achieve that influence in 
international affairs which is needed 
if it is to be a success. 


DISCRIMINATION 


DEPLORABLE as were the race 
riots which recently took place in 
London and elsewhere, they have 
had the merit of fixing the atten- 
tion of earnest people on a disease 
from which many, without justifi- 
cation, had thought this country 
immune. In some quarters the 
immediate reaction to the riots was 
a call to limit the number of 
immigrants, but _ this 


approach to the problem. At the 
Labour Party conference in Scar- 
borough last week a resolution was 
passed favouring legislation to 
prohibit discrimination on_ the 
grounds of race, colour, or religion. 
We may perhaps question — the 
binding force of. resolutions 
adopted with little discussion and 
while the attention of delegates was 
probably engaged on the more con- 


troversial questions that lay ahead.. 


Nevertheless, the fear of competi- 
tion for jobs, sometimes instinctive 
but sometimes injected for political 
purposes, often accounts for tension 
between different elements of the 
population, and the fact that orga- 
nised labour sets its face against 
discrimination is a healthy sign. In 
the United States these problems 
have been causing distress to 
liberally minded men and women 
for several decades. In important 
instances the trade union move- 
ment has been able to wear down 


prejudices which were thought to 
‘be inveterate, 


so as to enable 
workers from all sections of the 
community to take jobs which had 
long been considered the preserve 
of one element only. 


In this country the fight must 
first be to prevent the contagion 
from spreading. If that can: be 
done without legislation, well and 
good. Nevertheless, legislation 
can help to create a climate of 


--Opinion, in. which the growth of 


discrimination will be stunted, 
Leading Jewish bodies such as 


the Board of Deputies and the 


Anglo-Jewish Association have 
expressed themselves unequivocally 
in-condemnation of the recent race 
Action against discrimina- 
tion in the wider sense involves the 
Jewish community more directly. 
It was discussed in the days when 
Jews were the principal target for 
attack, but no decided viewpoint 
was established. Now that the 
matter has come to the fore again, 
it is obviously the duty of Jewish 
public bodies to study the means of 
attacking discrimination so as to 
be able to contribute to the discus- 
sion of the question the views of 
a community which knows only too 
bitterly what it can mean. 


POPE PIUS XII 


THE death of Pope Pius XII will 
be mourned by all who recognise 
the supreme importance of religion 
in human affairs. He was the 
august head of the great and 
historic Roman Catholic Church 
with its millions of believers and 
world-wide influence. In the hour 
of death Christians and Jews unite 
in acknowledging the righteous 
judgment of the Almighty and seek 
spiritual consolation from _ the 
sacred writings common to them 


both. Adherents of all creeds and 
parties will recall how Pius XII 
faced the responsibilities of his 
exalted office with courage and 
devotion. Before, during, and after 
the Second World War, he con- 
stantly preached the message of 
peace. Confronted by the monsirous 
cruelties of Nazism, Fascism, and 
Communism, he repeatedly pro- 
claimed the virtues of humanity 
and compassion. This attitude 
found practical expression during 
the Nazi occupation of Rome. 
When the Gestapo introduced their 
terrorist measures jn Rome, many 
hundreds of fugitive Jews found 
sanctuary in the Vatican from 
massacre by the Nazis. Such 
actions will always be remembered. 
1917 and long before he became 
Pope, Pius XIl was a chief coun- 
sellor and intermediary in obtaining 
a momentous interview between 
Nahum Sokolow and Pope Bene- 
dict XV in the negotiations leading 
up to the Balfour Declaration. All 
the more disappointing, therefore, 
was his apparently unsympathetic 
attitude in certain respects towards 
the reborn State of Israel, How- 
ever, long-established __ religious 
institutions are always apt to move 
slowly in giving full recognition to 
the changes of history, and we 
must hope pray 
example set by the life and charac- 
ter of Pius XII will lead to an 
ever-closer understanding between 
Rome and Jerusalem. 


TANGIBLE EVIDENCE 


Ir any lingering doubts were still 
left in the mind of the public in 
Britain or elsewhere that—as we 
said at the time—Mrs.- Meir’s visit 
to London in August marked the 
opening of a new chapter in Anglo- 
Israeli relations, they should have 
been dissipated by the news that 
two submarines were being handed 
over by the British Government to 


the Israeli Navy, on very favour- 


able terms, this week. This is the 
tangible evidence of Britain’s new 
approach to Middle Eastern affairs. 
At long last the British Govern- 
ment has overcome the _ fears, 
which have dogged its policy for 
so many years, that it could not 
assist Israel lest it antagonised the 
Arabs. It would be pleasant to 
believe that the discredited appease- 
ment policy was now dead and 
buried, but two submarines do not 
make an alliance, and as the Foreign 
Office is so anxious (as its official 
communiqué makes clear) that it 
shall not be thought that the sale 
implies a change in British policy, 
it may be as well to see what 
further assistance is forthcoming 
before reciting the burial service at 
the grave of appeasement. The 
name is not: important. What 
matters is that Israel has found 
support in Whitehall. The military 


significance of the purchase of the 


submarines may be of less impor- 
tance than their political and 
prestige value, though it is interest- 
ing to note that on the same day 
as the news was released of the 
submarine deal Admiral Davis, the 
Commander-in-Chief of the Home 
Fleet, was reported as saying that he 
attaches “tremendous importance 
to the submarine as an anti-sub- 
marine wedpon.” This is a new 
role for an armament which 
hitherto had been regarded as being 


primarily of an offensive nature. 


With the situation in the Middle 
East, in spite of Mr. Hammarsk- 
joeld’s recent visit, showing litle 
signs of settling down, the impor- 
tance of reinforcing Israel as a 
stabilising factor cannot be over- 
stressed.

Again, it is of little ultimate sig- 
nificance whether the workers in 
such institutions .be themselves 
victims of the Nazis.

But a few carefully 
selected and heavily endowed insti- 
tutions might well become a real 
fountain of living waters. 
Selectivity is, in fact. the essen- 
tial prerequisite for such an under- 
taking. Under the present system 
the Claims Conference invites 
applications from. individuals and 
numerous small organisations 
throughout the world to. present 
their projects for consideration. 
This method, as experience has 


national 


would result from the establishment 
of a committee of the finest inter- 
national experts to discuss the most 
urgent projects for the restoration 
of Jewish culture. That committee 
could then make its proposals 
public, and invite applications for 
the execution of its plans within 
Stated financial terms. Many such. 
projects might well be implemented 
by existing cultural organisations. 

The essential difference lies in the 
fact that the Claims Conference— 
via its committee of experts—-would 
automatically take the initiative jn 
presenting a co-ordinated pro- 
gramme instead of, as at present, 
passively reviewing the schemes 
presented by a multitude of indi- 
viduals and minor organisations, 

It is scarcely my task to antici- 
pate the suggestions which such 
a committee of experts might 
produce. But by way of illustra- 
tion it is perhaps worth envisaging 
a few of the sort of projects which 
might emerge. 


International Foundation 


(1) The establishment of an inter- 
foundation for research 
and publication in the field of 
Jewish philosophy, literature, and 
science, to continue the work of 
the “ Wissenschaft des Judentums.” 
Publications might include xcritical 
texts, translations of classical works 
into European languages, mono- 
graphs, and _ periodicals, all of 
which would stimulate Jewish learn- 
ing and help to create a new 


shortage of qualified teachers which 
so seriously handicaps the develop- 
ment of Jewish schools. 


(3) The publication of a Jewish 
encyclopedia in English. The 
present one is about. fifty years out 
of date, while the German one, also 
over twenty-five years old, was 
interrupted at the letter “L.” The 
absence .of such an encyclopedia 
presents a serious obstacle both to 
Jewish scholars and the intelligent 
Jewish public. 

(4) The continued support of 
libraries, archives, research 
institutions already assisted by the 
Claims Conference. 


Endowment Principle 


But wherever possible the projects 
should be of lasting character and 
designed create 
values. Wherever applicable they 
should work on the principle of 
endowments, so that the institutions 
thus created may continue to exist 
even after the Claims Conference 


has ceased to function. If the 
Claims Conference continues to 


concentrate on the subsidisation of 
minor ephemeral projects, not only 


_will its work die with it but it will

for Technical Experience. This 
movement was founded ten years 
ago by an Englishman, James 
Newby, of the Imperial College in 
London. The idea is to arrange for 
advanced engineering, agricultural, 
architectural, and science students, 
etc., from one country to go abroad 
during two months of the summer 
vacation and to work in factories, 
technical offices, laboratories, or 
farms of other countries. 

There are now 23 States that par- 
ticipate in this movement, includ- 
ing all the countries of Western 
Europe (plus Yugoslavia), Ceylon, 
India, Israel, and Turkey among 
Asiatic’ countries, South Africa, 
Canada, and the United States. In 
the past ten years 35,000 students 
have benefited from the  Taeste 
movement, which has grown to 
such an extent that some 6,000 
advanced students were placed 
abroad last. year. 
Britain sent 731 abroad and wel- 
comed ‘784 from other countries ; 
Israel sent 104 abroad and _ wel- 
comed 54 from other countries. 
For all practical purposes Israel 
exchanges students only with Euro- 
pean countries : it is too far and too 
expensive for Israeli students to go 
to the United States, Canada, India, 
Cevlon, or South Africa. However, 
this year several students are 
coming to Israel from the United 
States and Canada. 


Reducing Insularity 


Great Britain was a_ founder 
member of Jlaeste in 1948, with 
eight other countries ; Israel joined 
in 1951. Although it could provide 
factory, technical office, laboratory, 
and farm experience in Israel for its 
own advanced students, there are 
great advantages in letting them go 
abroad, to see the world, to meet 
other peoples, and to reduce the 
insularity that marks many sabras. 

The average age of the Israeli 
student going abroad under Iaeste 
auspices is 23. Most of them are 
Technion engineering and archi- 
tectural students; but some are 
Hebrew University science students. 
Of the 104 who went abroad last 
year, the: biggest groups were pros- 
pective mechanical, electrical, civil, 
and chemical engineers. There were 
smaller contingents. of chemists, 
agronomists, physicists, aeronautical

Many 
of them also have the use of works 
canteens, where they can get meals 
at reduced prices. They are housed 
normally with private families, 
hotel charges being too high for 
most students’ purses.

Financial Difficulties 


As a result of these and other 
representations it would appear that 
most of those who wanted to leave 
China have now done so, but. the 
financial status of those . who 
remain has grown worse.

Two nurses have to be 
employed to look after the mental 
and chronic cases, of whom eleven 
are accommodated in the Jewish 
Shelter House, only three fewer 
than in 1955. In addition, the 
average daily number of persons 
receiving free meals was eighteen, 
which means that 34 per cent of 
the Shanghai Jewish community 
are too sick or poor to fend for 
themselves. Eleven refugees who 
came from Central Europe during 
the Second World War are in build- 
ings known as the Seward Road 
Camp, provided rent free by the 
Sassoon.

Distribution of Matzot 


As recently as 1947 the Jewish 
community of Shanghai numbered 
30,000, many of them refugees 
from Nazi oppression. The syna- 
gogue | visited three years ago, 
which seated 1,200 worshippers, 
has been sold. Services are now 
held in the Jewish Centre, where a 
reading room and a_ recreation 
room are also available, As jn 
former years, matzot for Passover 
were baked locally and distributed 
free of charge to all needy Jews. 
The co-operation of the Chinese 
Government was again forthcom- 
ing, the Food Administration 
Bureau allocating the highest grade 
of wheat flower for this purpose. 
A hundred pounds of matzot were 
sent by train to Tientsin for free 
distribution there. 

In Tientsin the Jewish cemetery 
with its 559 tombstones has been 


moved to a new site. The local 


Hebrew Association, which was 
founded in 1904 and at the time 
served a population of 2,000 Jews, 
has now been liquidated. Of the 
32 Jews still in Tientsin 22 are 
dependent on cash relief. Arrange- 
ments are being made for the last 
remaining Sefer Torah to be sent 
to Israel. 


Harbin, with its 178 Jews, is the 


largest single community left in 


China. It was originally estab- 
lished by the influx of many 
thousands of Jews who fled from

of communal history, to which the 
latter-day vicissitudes of the “ Great 
Shool” lend especial point. 

Elsie Lewis's family associations 
are linked with personalities such 
as the pro-Jewish Duke of Sussex, 


Benjamin Levi, a notable benefac- 


tor of the “ Great,” and Mombach, 
the famous choirmaster and com- 


poser, who, “doubling” between 


the “ New” and the “ Great ” syna- 
gogues, “would make his appear- 
ance in Duke’s Place during the 
reading of the Haftara, and the 
congregation would rise in his 
honour as he entered.” 


* * * 


Mrs. Lewis’s paternal  great- 
grandfather was the famous David 
Levi, who guided the Duke of 
Sussex. through the labyrinths of 
lashon hakodesh—the same David 
Levi of whom Dr. Cecil Roth has 
written in his history of the 


the erudite Whitechapel cobbler, who 
was one of the most remarkable characters 
ever produced by the Great Synagogue, and 
perhaps by English Jewry. ... He produced 
grammars, dictionaries, apologetics, pamphlets, 
‘polemics. For years on end he was a one- 
man Anti-Defamation Committee, always pre- 


pared. to fight with his quill whenever the good 


name of Jews or Judaism was im 


The Duke could have found no 
more sympathetic or accomplished 
a tutor than studious and volatile 
David Levi. 


Levi was one of a family of seven 
sons and two daughters, who lived 
in the early nineteenth century in 
Leman Sireet, Aldgate, once a select 
residential locality. One brother 


was the famous Benjamin Levi, a 


generous supporter of the “ Great ” 
and something of a recluse. This 
socially reticent old gentleman 
resided for many years at Park- 
holme Road, Dalston, and apart 


from Mrs. Lewis's father—who 
attained the ripe age of ninety— 
Benjamin discouraged all visitors 
other than his attendant, Dr. 
Barlow. 


On the maternal side, Elsie 
Lewis’s family was even more 
closely linked with the outstanding 
communal figures of the past. Her 
grandmother, a Miss Sewell, of 
Liverpool, married Joe Raphael, of 
Duke’s Place. Raphael kept an 
hotel, establishment better 
known as a_ coffee-house, at a 


period when the coffee-house in

The second set of difficulties relates 
to’ Jordan’s economic viability. With 
a population even smaller than Israel's 
(1.500.009 to Israel’s 2,000,000). Jordan 
is largely desert. In the narrow rain- 
belt on both sides of the Jordan 
river 80 per cent of its inhabitants 
gain a precarious living from. agri- 
culture. Only 2 per cent pay income 
tax. It has no known oil: but it 
has phosphate deposits and unlimited 
potash in its share of the Dead Sea 
(but its troops destroyed the potash 
works in 1948 and they now have to 
be rebuilt). ‘Unlike Egypt, Israel, 
Lebanon, Svria, and Turkey, Jordan 
is cut off from the Mediterranean. 
Its only port. is Agaba, and even that 
has no rail communication with the 
interior. Hence it has an appallingly 


adverse trade balance of £27,000,000.

Foreiga Subsidies 


The total annual revenue of Jordan 
is only £17,500,000 sterling (or less 
than a twelfth of Israel’s); and even 
half of that is due to foreign subsidies. 
The Palestine refugees are still a ter- 
rible burden, after ten years, although 
Jordan is the only Arab country that 
has given them full citizenship. In 
spite of all this, Jordan has under- 
gone rapid growth. capital, 
which only 30,000 
inhabitants in 1946, now has 200,000, 
which makes it larger than either 
Western Jerusalem or Haifa. A new 
middle-class and an indigenous Jor- 
danian culture are coming into 
existence. The fierce pride and family 
loyalty which flourished in the old 
small-town atmosphere of Jordan is 
giving place to a‘new loyalty to the 
State. 

Jordan. still remains very much 
Britain’s problem child. Originally 
created by Britain, it refused to join 
the Baghdad Pact, turned out General 
Glubb, and tore up its treaty with 
Britain. Now Britain has come once 
more to its rescue, with becoming 
forbearance : which is good for the 
stability of the Middle East in general 
and for Israel’s own security. This is 
well recognised in Israel.

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DEAD SEA PRODUCTS 


Business and Politics 


Given to Salt. By M. A. Novomey- 
SkY.. Parrish. 25s.

The aim of this book, the title of 
which is taken from the Book of 
Ezekiel, as defined by its subtitle is to 
describe “the struggle for the Dead Sea 
concession’ and the publishers have 
only slightly exaggerated when they 
say that it is “a story of Big Business 
and power politics more thrilling than 
fiction.” Mr. Novomeysky is one of 
the leading pioneers of Israel, but his 
aversion to publicity and aloofness 
from party politics have prevented his 
name from becoming known to a wide 
public. Indeed, Mr. Novomeysky 
may be considered to belong to that 
select band of practical Zionists who 
did so much for the Jewish National 
Home and have received so _ little 
recognition from the Jewish State. 


Chemical Industry 


His retiring disposition——-so unlike 
that of the tycoon associated with Big 
Business—-has led him to cut his story 
short at the War of Independence in 
1948 which led to the destruction of 
the northern plant and damage to that 
at the southern end of the Dead Sea. 
Mr. Novomeysky thus tells us nothing 
of the manner in which his company, 
Palestine Potash Ltd., was nationalised 
and re-formed under the name. of 
Dead Sea Works Ltd.. nor of the way 
in which he was edged out of the con- 
cern which he was primarily respon- 


sible for creating, nor of his creation 


of Fertilisers and Chemicals

cession Was gained, 
years Mr. Novomeysky negotiated 
with the British and Palestine Govern- 
ments, sought for and obtained 
financial support in England and the 
United States, and battled with 
adversaries who attempted to under- 
mine his position or wrest the con- 
cession from him. The construction 
of the Palestine Potash works began 
in earnest in 1930. Despite many 
vicissitudes, this important chemical 
undertaking, which extracts potash 
and bromine from the waters of the 
Dead Sea. continued to operate and 
expand until 1948 when production 
temporarily ceased. The Second 
World War gave an.immense fillip to 


the company’s activities, when “the 
products of the Dead Sea covered 
nearly half the rapidly rising demand 
for potash in Britain, and four-fifths 
of that of the Dominions (apart from 
Canada).” 

Mr. Novomeysky’s story Is a 
reflection of his own dogged per- 
severance, his courage in the face of 
adversity, and his shrewdness as a 
negotiator. But this is not simply the 
story of another business magnate— 
indeed, that description does not fit 
Novo, as he is inevitably called-—for 
the author of this book has always 
been urged by a selfless desire to 
render a service to the Land of Israel 
rather than by the prospect ot gain- 
ing wealth. Though some of the 
problems which he had to face were 
similar, let no one imagine that we 
are dealing with a kind of Jewish 
Calouste Gulbenkian——the famous 
Mr. Five Per Cent. 

The style of the book ts stiff. and 
lacking in literary grace, but. it con- 
tains much of interest both from a 
Jewish ‘and a general point of view. 
For instance, there is a wealth of 
significance in. the late James de 
Rothschild’s opinion (when the author 
went to consult him at a particularly 
gloomy moment) that “neither Euro- 
pean nor American Jewry could. be 
counted on for support.” One of: the 
most interesting chapters deals with 
the long drawn-out and finally abor- 
tive negotiations with Sir Alfred Mond 
(Lord Melchett) and the LC.I. group. 


Palestine Potash 


This should, at least. serve to kill the 
popular belief that I1.C.l. had a share 
in Palestine Potash Ltd. Those who 


know Novo appreciate his kindness 
and warm humanity. I confess, there- 


fore, that I was a little disappointed 
to find his book so sparse in its 
references to the lesser men who aided 
him in his enterprise. No doubt the 
“ big shots,” all of whom seem to be 
mentioned, played their 
parts. But where would Palestine 
Potash have got to if it had not been 
for the men who lived and toiled in 
the torrid heat of the Dead Sea basin, 
and for that loyal staff whose support 
and co-operation were vital? This 
would have been a fitting place to 
pay a tribute to that noble figure 
(whose photograph appears in one of 
the illustrations), the late Dr. S. A. 
van Vriesland, for many years the 
General Manager, the beloved * V.V.” 


REVIVING THE PAST 


A Picture History of Archeology. 
By C. W. Ceram. Thames and Hud- 
42s. 


This volume. has been _ finely 
designed and produced to attract the 
interest of those who desire a general 
introduction to this fascinating sub- 
ject. The illustrations have been 
selected from widely scattered sources 
and skilfully integrated with an 
informative yet vividly written text. 
The book induces combined looking 
and reading, so that the specialised 
discoveries of scientific research can 
be popularly presented and more 
easily understood. 


A somewhat arbitrary choice of 


1s 
given considerable prominence, Inci- 
dental allusions to Biblical studies, are

The Sex Without Sentiment, by Thyra 
Samter Winslow  (Abelard-Schuman, 
12s.

CARTOGRAPHERS 


Explorers’ Maps, by R. A. Skelton 
(Routledge & Kegan Paul, 63s.), has 
been compiled with much skill and 
learning by the Superintendent of the 
Map Room at the British Museum, 


It is a splendidly edited and produced 


pictorial guide to the cartographic 
records of the great voyages of dis- 
covery. As is well-known, the con- 
tribution of Jews. to the discoveries 
of Columbus and other explorers was 
of outstanding importance. Among 
the famous Jewish map-makers. who 
figure in this book are Abraham and 
Jahuda Grescas, of Majorca, who 
drew the Catalan Atlas about 1375.

In this volume, to mark the 850th 
anniversary of* Rashi’s death, are 
assembled 24 studies, 16 in Hebrew 
and the remaining cight in English, 
written by a fine galaxy of scholars. 
Two: of these scholars, I. Aviad 
(Wolfsberg), who has contributed an 
article entitled Parshandatha-—a name 
first given by Abraham ibn Ezra to 
Rashi as the commentator of 
(==parshan) the Law (=datha), and 
S. Rawidowiez, who wrote about hrs 
father, an Israeli farmer, as a Rashi 
scholar, have, alas, since died. 

Several of the contributions serve 
as a general introduction to Rashi 
and the period in which he. lived, 
while others deal with specific aspects, 
Thus there is a discussion on the anti- 
Christian disputes reflected in 
Rashi’s commentary on the Bible. In 
the eleventh century, we are reminded, 
religious disputes in Western Europe 
were rarely held in public. The only 
dispute held in public, between a 
number of cardinals and Jews, is that 
which was initiated by William II in 
‘London. Arguments against Jewish 
teachings at that time were generally 
expressed by the Christian clergy 
either by way of preaching in 
churches or by way of writing. 
Though Rashi, as far as is known, did 
not devote a full work on these anti- 
Jewish arguments he made numerous 
references to them in his commentary. 

Other specific researches deal with 
Rashi’s style ; proverbs and. parables ; 
views on the writing of the Oral Law ; 


on exile and redemption; and on 
halacha. Nachmanides’s attitude 
towards. Rashi principles. and 


definitions in Rashi’s commentary are 
also subjects for examination, Special 
articles discuss also folk-legends on 
‘Rashi and Rashi’s impact on Yiddish. 
An account of the Rashi-Month in 
Israel concludes the Hebrew section. 
Specific problems dealt with in the 
English section are Rashi in_ his 
responsa; his relationship with the 
non-Jewish world: his ethical 
outlook ; and education in the age of 
Rashi. At the end of this section are 
given some choice gleanings from 
Rashi’s commentaries.

ISRAELI MUSIC 


All the three composers repre- 
sented in the broadcast in_ the 
Third Programme last week belong to 
the oldest generation of musicians 
active in Israel, and not one is a 
sabra. So their music cannot be taken 
as fully representative of Israeli 
trends, especially as all the three 
works played revealed the influence 
of Central European training. Karel 
Salamon’s “Partita for Strings” is 
based on traditional themes, and he 
arranges and orchestrates them com- 
petently, but it lacks the transmuting 
touch of genius.  Partos’s 

“Visions” also uses a_ traditional, 
Yemeni theme, but the three closely 
Knit movements handle it freely, and 
the transmutation is almost complete, 
even if genius is not always present. 
Paul Ben Haim’s “Concerto for 
Strings ” is in his lighter vein, making 
abundant use of string sonorities and 
catchy rhythms. But in no case did 
one feel that the composers had con- 
tributed any new musical thought to 
our experience, pleasant and attractive 
though it all was. The. Kalmar 
String Orchestra was conducted , by 
Paul Ben Haim. 3 


ANNA RUSSELL 


In her handbills Anna Russell is 
described as a comedienne. That, to 
use her own phrase, is a most com- 
plete _understatement. She is a 
caricaturist, a satirist, a witty delinea- 
tor of the foibles of music and 
musicians. Thus, in her two-hour 
performance at Festival Hall, while 
her wildly funny gestures and remarks 
almost too continuous 
guffaws, it was her subtle presentation 
of the musical aspect of her material 
which left the most abiding impres- 
sion. For she writes her own music 
and words, and so reveals an extra- 
ordinary gift for getting to the heart 
of a genre and then slightly distorting 
it to show up its weaknesses. Her 
first half, illustrating songs of half a 
dozen different nations, was funny 
enough. But when she came to explain 
the mysteries of the bagpipe (adding 
many curious pieces of information 
concerning that curious instrument), 
and when, finally, she analysed the 
plot of “The Ring,” she became 
literally excruciatingly ludicrous. 


SEYMOUR BERNSTEIN 


A first London appearance by a 
young American pianist, Seymour 
Bernstein, at Wigmore Hall recently, 
once more particularised a general 
tendency of American training. There 
was much to admire in his treatment 
of isolated passages, and when he was 
faced with a really quiet movement or 
piece, such as the Traumerei 
Schumann’s “ Kinderscenen”’ 
Chopin’s Nocturne Opus 9, No, 1, he 
showed that he had poetic insight and 
a sense of the beauty of gentleness. 
But give him the  Bach-Tausig 
“ Toccata and Fugue,” or the Allegro 
and Presto movements in Schubert's 
‘* Wanderer” Fantasy, and he put all 
he had into extracting as much sound 
from the piano as the instrument 
would produce. noise for its own 
sake does not constitute music. Per- 
haps he was most at home in Samuel 
Barber’s Piano Sonata, which calls for

BRAHMS CONCERT

NATHAN THE WISE 


A Dull Production 


By a Correspondent 
The Diisseldorf Company, who 


were in London last week, included 


Lessing’s “Nathan The Wise” in 
their repertoire. 


_ It was not very skilful management 
on their part to make the only per- 
formances of this play coincide with 
the Jewish Sabbath. Lessing's work 
has only once been _ professionally 
performed in this country in English. 
This was in May, 1925, at the Strand 
Theatre, when it was the inaugural 
play of the Jewish Drama League, in 
a translation by R. Dillon Boylan, 
arranged for the stage by M. J. Landa. 

Produced by Franklin Dyall, with 
a cast of well-known actors and 
actresses, intermingled with Jewish 
amateurs, the production did not live 
up to the high hopes raised by the 
venture, which, in a foreword to the 
programme, had received the blessing 
of Israel Zangwill. 

The dullness which the critics dis- 
covered in last week’s production 
stands out in the memory of at least 
one spectator of the earlier per- 
formance. Gradually as the evening 


progressed, despair and boredom set: 


in. The ponderous German classical 
argument and the lengthy parables of 
Jew, Saracen, and Christian effectively 
drowned all enthusiasm. The fact 
that the Jewish Drama League never 
caught the public fancy. and died after 
six years’ lingering, can be directly 
traced to the choice of this undramatic 
debate as the opening piece. | 
Lessing is said to have based his 
character’ of Nathan on his friend, 
Moses Mendelssohn, History relates 
that Moses was a far more human 
and more colourful man than Nathan.

Art Notes 


SCENES FROM LIFE 
OF DAVID 


The Old Testament provides the 
subject-matter of many of the works 
in the exhibition of Byzantine Art 
which has come to London from 
Edinburgh and will be at the Victoria 
and Albert Museum till November 9. 

There is an important set of silver 
plates made between 610 and 629 c.E. 
which bears scenes from the life of 
David carried out in the classical 
tradition which Byzantium happily 
preserved. The scenes are of the 
marriage of David, David killing the 
beat; and David receiving Samuel's 
message, and they have remarkable 
freedom and delicacy, e.g. in the 
fingers of the musicians in the wedding 
scene. 

There are also many ivories show- 
ing episodes from the Garden of 
Eden, Moses and Aaron, Joshua 
prostrating himself before the angel 
as the Israelites stone Jericho, Joshua 
receiving the envoys from the people 
of Gibeon, Samson slaying the lion, 
David playing to Saul, and -David 
slaying Goliath.

SYMBOLS 


-'N our community, as you would 
expect, there are special organisa- 
tions which look after our reli- 

gious interests. The religious head of 
the Orthodox” Ashkenazi Jewish com- 
munity is the Chief Rabbi, and his 
office has been in existence officially 
for over a hundred years, and for 
about a hundred years before that 
unofficially, when the rabbi of the 
Great Synagogue in London was 
looked up to as the Ashkenazi com- 
munity s spiritual head. There are 
two sections of the Orthodox com- 
munity, Ashkenazim, those who came 
originally from the East European 
countries, and Sephardim, those who 
came originally from Spain and the 
Mediterranean countries. The head 
rabbi of the Sephardim is known as 
the Haham. 

The Chief Rabbi, when deciding 
religious questions, sits in the Jewish 
religious court, called the Beth Din, 
and with him sit a number of other 


rabbis (never fewer than — three

altogether), known as Dayanim, the 
Hebrew word for “judges.” All 
aspects of Jewish religious law come 
within their scope, including the 
dietary laws, and we have, through 
the Beth Din, a system of super- 
vision of kashrut, especially of kosher 


butcher shops and restaurants. 


The actual work of administration, 
however, is not done by the Beth Din, 
but, in the case of butchers and poul- 
terers, by the Shechita Board, and in 
the case of restaurants, banquets, etc., 
by the Kashrus Commission. The 
Beth Din and the Shechita Board do 
not have actual badges, but they have 
official seals, which are used on labels 
to show when meat and poultry are 
kosher. The seal of the Beth Din 
for this purpose is a plain one, and 
the Hebrew letter in the centre 
changes in accordance with the day 
it is used. The one shown BW indi- 
cates that the day on which poultry

If you look in 
a kosher butcher's shop in London 
you will see a big copy displayed of 
the Shechita Board seal; it has the 
word “W2 (kosher) in the centre, 
Over a picture of a “ yad,” or “ hand,” 
which reminds us of the religious law. 
A silver yad is always used by the 
minister‘ in the synagogue to point 
out the words as he reads the Scroll 


of the Law to those “called up. 


Recently we had the badge of the 
new Jewish secondary school in Lon- 
don. There are, however, other 
schools, including one or two for 
those unfortunate children who have 
some illness or handicap.

BUSY START FOR 
OPTIONS 


Option business was reintroduced 
to the London Stock Exchange this 
week. It was the first time since well 
before the War that such transactions 
have been permitted. Only a handful 
of members have any previous first- 
hand knowledge of options, and 
many, on both sides, have been rather 
feeling their way. 

Rates for the right either to sell 
or buy shares one, two, or three 
months ahead, are such that quite 
active markets will have to be seen 
to show a profit. In its present mood, 
however, the House was quite pre- 
pared to take a view and a brisk 
business was conducted. 

The main factor for the investment 
public seems to be whether the option 
will, as many claim, make for an 
easier and broader market in the 
ordinary way. Nevertheless, the 
development will be closely watched, 
not only by members, but by the 
Council which apparently has been 
by no means completely convinced of 
the wisdom of reintroducing such 
business. 

Sir Brian Mountain, Chairman of 
United Drapery Stores, which includes 
the “ John Collier ” and “ Alexandre ” 
tailoring groups, reports bigger “ half 
time” profits.

£3,438,252 against a corresponding

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RABBI ATTACKS SEGREGATION 


Fierce Controversy In Virginia 


From our Correspondent 


WASHINGTON 
Eleven Protestant clergymen of 
Alexandria, Virginia, a city some ten 
miles to the south of Washington, 
issued a statement defending the 
attitude of Rabbi Emmet A. Frank, 
whose Yom Kippur sermon criticising 
Virginia’s “massive resistance” to 
school desegregation has aroused 
much controversy. | 
Rabbi Frank declared that those 
striving for segregation were “doing 
more harm to the stability of our 
country than McCarthyism.” 
Segregationist elements, particu- 
larly a group known as Defenders of 
State Sovereignty and Individual 
Liberty, immediately called on the 
Alexandria Jewish community to 
repudiate the rabbi’s remarks and 
gave a warning that his stand would 
damage relations between Jews an 
Christians, 
Alexandria has a population of 
62,000 people. of whom about 650 
are Jews. Rabbi Frank is the 
minister of Temple Beth El, a Reform 
Temple. Its President is Mr. Leroy 


S. Bendheim, who is the Mayor of — 


Alexandria. 
When the controversy broke out 
and the  segregationists attacked 
Rabbi Frank, Mr. Bendheim planned 
to call a special meeting of: the 
Temple's Executive Board to discuss 
the sermon and any possible action. 
Later, as the situation developed and 


more people in the community came 
to the defence of the rabbi, Mr. Bend- 
heim cancelled plans for a meeting 
and issued a statement saying that 
“religious or spiritual matters are 
solely the province of the rabbi.” 

An employee at the Temple said 
that many ‘phone calls had been 
received “and almost all have been 
favourable to the rabbi.” When your 
correspondent asked whether there 
had been any threats, she hesitated fo1 
a moment and then replied: “ No.” 


Violence Feared 


In the first few days after the con- 
troversy arose, some of the Temple 
members feared that violence and 
increased antisemitism would follow 
in the wake of Rabbi Frank’s views, 
unless the Jewish community repu- 
diated them. After a few days, 


this fear subsided, and now the mem- . 


bership of the Temple is reported to 
be supporting the rabbi. 

The clergymen, in their statement, 
said: “We wish simply to affirm that 
the remarks of Rabbi Frank have 
in no manner threatened our friend- 
ship with him and with our other 
Jewish friends in this city. One of 
the strongest convictions held jointly 
by Jews and Christians is that religion 
divorced from daily life is meaning- 
less ceremony. Church and temple, 
minister and rabbi, must endeavour 
to speak to the deepest needs of 
people in their personal lives and in 
their community relationships.” 


HUMAN RIGHTS 
PLES: 


From our U.N. Correspondent 


New York 

Israel on Monday requested the 
United Nations to complete the work 
of the Human Rights Covenants this 
year. Speaking in the U.N. Third 
Committee, Dr. Eliezer Yapou said 
that the completion of the Covenants 
would show the peoples of the world 
that progress was being made during 
the celebration of the Human Rights 
Tenth Anniversary yéar. 


Dr. Yapou also called attention to 


the Genocide Convention, which has - 


now been ratified by 58 States. Refer- 
ring to the world-wide activities of 
the United Nations Children’s Emer- 
gency Fund, he stated that child care 
programmes in Israel were being 
carried out with conspicuous success. 


MEIR-DULLES TALKS 


WASHINGTON 
The Israeli Foreign Minister, Mrs. 
Golda Meir, last week called on Mr. 
Dulles, the U.S.A. Secretary of State, 
and had a 40-minute talk with him. 
Later she described the meeting as 
*““a very pleasant call,” and stated 
that “an interesting discussion of the 
situation in the Middle East” had

Mrs. Meir was accompanied by the 
Israeli Ambassador, Mr. Abba Eban. 


ISRAELIS AT WORLD 
BANK TALKS 


New DELHI 

Mr. Acharya Kripalani, the 
Socialist Opposition leader, and other 
Indian officials received here last week 
a four-member Israeli delegation 
which is participating in the annual 
meetings of the World Bank and 
International Monetary Fund. 


“The delegation, headed by the 
Isratli Finance Minister, Mr. Levi 
Eshkol. included the Governor of the 
Jsrael State Bank, Mr. David Horo- 
witz. The Israeli Consul, Mr. A. 
Caspi, joined the delegation as adviser. 
The delegation later laid a wreath on 
Gandhi's memorial. 

Delegation circles said that close 
contacts had been established with 
senior officials of the World Bank and 
the I.M.F., and that Israel’s financial 
needs were being discussed. Mr, 
Horowitz said that the delegation is 
to meet Indian Government financial 
experts, business men, and bankers.—

BUENOS AIRES 

The 750 pupils of the Villacrespo 
Girls’ High School went on strike 
recently when the headmistress, Maria 
Teresa Nocetti, ordered the Jéwish 
girls to sit apart from those of other 
faiths, branding them as Communist 
agitators. | 

Villacrespo. which is in the heart 
of Buenos Aires, is largely a Jewish- 
populated district, and 65 per cent of 
the pupils at the girls’ high school are 
Jewesses, | 

All the Catholic girls joined in the 
strike against the headmistress. They 
requested the educational authorities 
to expel her from the school, and a 
Catholic-Jewish delegation represent- 
ing the pupils asked the local news- 
papers to give full publicity to the 


affair. The girls adopted the slogan 
“No place for Little Rock in 
Argentina.” 


Mass Demonstrations 


Mass demonstrations have taken 
place throughout the country against 
the recently enacted law authorising 
the establishment of private univer- 
sities supported by the Catholic 
clergy. Jews at a number of high 
schools and universities have joined 
in protest strikes and demonstrations 
against the” measure which, it is 
thought, will bring about student 


segregation. . 


Notwithstanding the fact that the 
vast majority of Argentine students 
are friendly disposed towards Jews. 
of late there have been antisemitic 
manifestations at the ‘universities.

FORGED ISRAELI 
BANKNOTES 
Egyptians Suspected

An attempt, presumably by Egyp- 


‘tians, to ruin Israel's economy through 


the circulation of large numbers of 
forged banknotes is being investigated 
by the Israeli police. 

Inquiries have been made in Swit- 
zerland by the Deputy Inspector- 
General of Israel's police, Mr. 
Avraham Selinger, who was returning 
from the Interpol conference in 
London. 

On his arrival in Israel Mr, Selinger 
Stated that Israeli ten-pound notes, 
which had most probably been printed 
in Egypt, were circulating both abroad 
and in Israel. Notes totalling 1£4,800 
had already been picked up in Swit- 
zerland, and over 1£2,000 in Italy. 
Some notes had been found in Israel, 
and it was believed that they had been 
smuggled there neighbouring 


countries. 


The Israeli authorities are helping 
foreign banks in the attempt to stop 
the circulation of the forged bank- 
notes.

only for internal security purposes and 
to comply with their legitimate defence 
needs, 

But it is felt_in Israeli circles that 
there is no doubt that the recent visits 
of the Israeli Foreign Minister, Mrs. 
Golda Meir, and later of Mr. Peres, 
helped to impress upon the British 
Government the urgent need for 
defensive armaments in Israel. The 
transaction is, of course, regarded by 
the Israelis as further evidence of the 
improved relations between the two 
countries since Mrs. Meir’s visit. 

It is understood that negotiations 
for the purchase of the submarines 
between the Israeli and the British 
Governments started four months ago. 
Payment for the vessels, the cost of 
which has not been divulged, is to be 
effected in sterling. 

The refitting of the boats is said to 
be a matter of routine since they are 
due for a two-yearly overhaul. It is 
not expected that any of the arma- 
ments or other vital features of the 
boats are to be changed while in 
British dockyards. 


The submarines supplied last year 


to Egypt by Russia are understood to 
be worth $12,500,000 each, and are 
said to be of a much more powerful 
class than those purchased by Israel. 

Israeli circles point out that 
throughout the negotiations the atti- 
tude of the British Government was 
correct and fair.

The theory that the submarines 
were sold as a quid pro quo for Israeli 
permission to fly ‘planes to Jordan 
over Israeli territory during the last 
Middle East crisis is discounted in 
diplomatic quarters in London. It is 
pointed out that these flights were dis- 
continued before the arrival of Mr. 
Peres here eight weeks ago to discuss 
the purchase. 


There is reason for belfeving that 
the submarines, both when submerged 
and surfaced, will be able to use 
advanced Supersonic anti-submarine 
devices and listening equipment.
